Patrick Roche, chief investigator 
for the State’s Attorney, said: ‘This 
office is not interested. We have 
investigated Bell’s story, including 
all its particulars, and turned it 
down.” Roche would say nothing 
further. Since Lingle was siain he 
has been assigned almost exclus- 
ively to investigation of the crime. 

Bell made his confession to the 
Coroner’s jury in the jail last night. 
He told a circumstantial tale that 
involved men who are already in 
jail or prison. All those involved 
denied Bell's story. There were 
few inconsistencies in the confes- 
sion, but Roche said it woypld be 
possible for a fertile mind to weave 
such a story by reading all the 
details and speculations as to how 
Lingle was murdered. 

Bell named Joe Traum, Indiana 
gang leader, and Richard Sullivan, 
robber and gunman, as being at the 
murder scene; he identified a pic- 
ture of Ted Geisking, another In- 
diana bad man, as “looking like” 
the third man who was present 
when Lingle was slain. 

Bell detailed his own movements 
of June 9. He also fixed the price 
presumably agreed on as payment 
for the murder—$10,000; and he 
named the man who was supposed 
to pay it but did not and was him- 
self slain. 

Bell said he and Sullivan h. 4d 
been partners in some robberies 
prior to June 9, and that they met 
Traum who hinted at the possibil- 
ity of their making “important” 
money. Bell said he was led to 
believe that someone was to be 
kidnaped. Traum wanted Bell to 
drive the car to the spot where the 
“kidnaping” was to take place, and 
it was agreed. 

Arrival. Near Murder Scene. 

Bell, Traum and Sullivan drove 
to Michigan boulevard and Kaurn- 
dolph street. The car halted not 
far from the east entrance of the 
pedestrian tunnel, Traum and Sul- 
livan got out, Traum taking a pis- 
tol that had been hidden in the 
ear. A “blond man” came up and 
talked with them. This man was 
the one Bell said “looked Ilike’”’ 
Geisking. 

Bell was told to have the car 
waiting at a designated spot not 
far away. He did: and half an 
hour later, he said, Traum and Sul. 
livan rejoined him and ordered 
him to drive south. “Sullivan was 
very pale,” Bell said, “and I asked 
him what was wrong. He said he'd 
been shot.” 

Police were unable to fit this 
statement into the facts of the Lin- 
gie murder. There had been no 
previous mention that more than 
one shot was fired—the one that 
killed Lingle. 

Bell said that before they ar- 
rived at the murder vicinity he 
overheard Traum say to Sullivan: 
“If we don’t get him here, we'll get 
him at the racetrack.” 

Pay-Off Man Mardered. 

Payment of $10,000 for the Lin- 
gle murder, as Bell understood It, 
was to have been on the basis of 
$3000 each to Traym, Sullivan and 
the other man, and $1000 to Bell. 

When Bell and Sullivan went to 
the restaurant of Nick Patras on 
North Clark street to collect from 
him their share, Patras pulled a 
pistol, Bell said. Sullivan, how- 
ever, was quicker and Patras was 
killed, 

Police sald Patras was an assoct- 
ate of Jack Zuta, who later was 
ampassinated himeelf. and that he 
war acting for Zuta in the pay-off. 

There has been a persistent ro- 
lice theory that Lingle’s death was 
sought by Zuta, who felt that Lin- 
gie was making exorbitant demands 
for “protection money” under 
threats of sending the police 
against Zuta gamb = interests,

He Consents That She Remain 
in Roman Church, and Vati- 
can Assents.

ROME, Oct. 4.—Court circles to- 
day said King Boris III of Builga- 
ria really wooed and won his 23- 
year-old bride-to-be, Princess Gio- 
vanna, daughter of the Italian 
King and Queen. Boris is 36 
years old. = 

Official announcement of the 
betrothal was made by the Ministry 
of Interior with pwblication of a 
brief note that King Victor Eman- 
vel and Queen Elena had consent- 
ed to the marriage. 

Boris and Giovanna, long known 
to be fond of each other are said 
to have met many difficulties in 
the path of their union. Most of 
them were solved by all but a com- 
plete surrender on the part -of 
Boris, who waived his country’s re- 
quirement that his bride be of 
Greek Orthodox faith, and con- 
ceded that adny children born to 
them might be brought up in the 
Roman Catholic faithy 

The Vatican considered Boris’ 
concessions sufficient and has 
granted a dispensation. Canon law 
authorizes such dispensations un- 
der exceptional circumstances. 

For several years King Boris 
ang his sister, PrinceS8s Eudoxia, 
have been visitors at the Italian 
court, and there has been no secret 
of the romance between him and 
the dark-haired, dark-eyed daugh- 
ter of Italy. 

The impending marriage is_ re- 

garded here as most advantageous 
from a political viewpoint. Pre- 
mier Mussolini believes that the 
Italian position in the Balkans will 
be strengthened, the alliance giv- 
ing ttaly a friend in the rear of 
Jugo Salvia. 
It is supposed here that Prin- 
cess Giovanna will be particularly 
acceptable to Bulgaria as Queen 
as she has Silavonis as well as 
Italian blood. Her mother, Queen 
Elena, was the Princess Petrovitch 
Niegoch of Montenegro, and was 
born at Cettinje, Dec. 27, 1872. 
Princess Giovanni knows something 
of the Slavonic dialects.

Article 23—A man's home is 
inviolable after 6 o'clock in the 
evening.

3 OF REICHSWERR 
FOUND GUILTY OF 
FASGIST TREASON 


Lieutenants Wendt, Ludien 
and Scheringer Get 18 


Months for Organizing 
for Hitler. 


By the Associated Press, 

LEIPZIG, Bavaria, Oct. 4.— 
Three Reichswehr Lieutenants 
were convicted today of attempted 
high treason and were sentenced 
to 18 months’ detention in a fort- 
ress. They are Hans _ Friedrich 
Wendt, Hans Ludien and Richard 
Scheringer. They were accused of 
attempting to win the Reichswehr 
(Home Guard) over to the Fascist 
movement of Adolf Hitler through 
a process of building ‘Fascist cells, 
or units, in their ranks. 

In the course of the tria] Hitler 
testified as to the aims and inten- 
tions of his party. He predicted a 
revolution in Germany and said the 
time would come when heads of 
Socialists responsible for the Ger- 
man political even#s of late 1918 
would fall. 

Inasmuch as the six months and 
three weeks that the three former 
Reichswehr officers have been in- 
carcerated pending trial areto be 
counted as part of their sentence 
they may expect release from the 
fortress next September. Schering- 
er and Ludien are dismissed from 


the service; Wendt already had re- 
signed. 
The verdict specifically found 


them guilty of “jointly preparing a 
highly treasonable enterprise.” 

The newspaper, Vorwaerts, says 
the Ministry of Defense is consid- 
ering whether disciplinary action 
shall be taken against certain of- 
ficers who in their testimony in 
the trial clearly showed sympathy 
for the Hitler program.

Social Democrats Adopt 
Resolution to Preserve 


Democracy and Guard

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—The Social 
Democrats, largest party in the 
Reichstag, are thought teday to 


have been won over at least partly 
to support of Chancellor Bruening’s 
Cabinet and of the Government fi- 
nancial measures. 

A resolution passed by the Social 
Democratic members of the Reichs- 
tag declared that the party’s prin- 
cipal task is to preserve democracy, 
safeguard the Weimar Constitution 
and protect the parliamentary sys- 
tem. 

It signified agreement to assist in 
solving Germany's most urgent fi- 
nancial measures, and a desire to 
aid in maintaining Germany’s pres- 
ent foreign policy, stating opposi- 
tion to all “political experiments 
calculated to endanger economic re- 
lations between the nations and to 
aggravate the crisis in Germany.” 

If the resolution, as generally 
accepted here, actually indicates a 
willingness to collaborate with 
Chancellor Bruening’s Government, 
he would have a majority in the 
Reichstag and would have less fear 
of being overthrown with conse- 
quent invoking of a dictatorship. 

The Social Democrats collabor- 
ating with the Government also 
could keep the greatly increased 
Fascist representation in the 
Reichstag in a minor opposition. 

Joseph Goebbels, right-hand 
man of the Fascist leader, Adolf 
Hitler, told a Fascist meeting last 
night that the party hoped to dis- 
solve the Prussian Diet as the first 
step toward establishment of the 
“third Reich.” He said the Fas- 
cists would bring about a new 
plebiscite to break the strength of 
the Socialists.

Band Arrives, Crowd Oheers. 


Phere was a cheer whén the 
band took its place on the field at 
the third base line at 10:25 o’clock 
and ahother as it blared forth the 
Maine Stein Song. 

The bleachers began to rouse 
ffom their lethargy. Between num- 
bers by the band there was more 
shouting and a few mechanical 
noisemakers, horns and bells, could 
be heard. 

Women fans, apparently more 
canny than they were in previous 
Series when scores of them waited 
all night for the bleachers to open, 
came later this time, and in the 
last hour before the bleacher gate 
Was clorged, arrived in the propor- 
tion of one to five as compared 
with the men. 

To the accompaniment of cheers 
the band moved into center field 
to be nearer the bleachers.

The 
crowd jeered. A fat man in the 
last row of the bleachérs snatched 
a battered hat from his bald head 
and waved it angrily at the band 
and its imputation that 8t. Louis 
was down-hearted. The band 
evened things up with ite next, 
“Happy Days Are Here Again.” 
The crowd wondered and sat silent. 
The bleacher gates closed at 
11:15 o'clock. Every available 
place in the sun seats was taken 
even to standing room in the upper 
row. At that hour about 2500 of 
the 3500 seats in the pavilion had 
been taken and the covered right 
field stand was rapidly filling. 

Perseverance Wasted. 

Several hundred fans kept the 
customary all-night vigil on the 
sidewalks around Sportsman's Park 
to assure them of seats when the 
gates opened, unmindful of the ex- 
periences of world series bleacher- 
ites in previous years. Precisely as 
happened before, the waiters— 
about 1500 when the bleacher 
gates opened at 7:35—found their 
seata no better than the places that 
went to fans who arrived between 
7:30 and 8:30 o'clock. 

The first te enter the bleacher 
portals were Alfred Dwyer, 5156 
Wabada avenue and Zdward Kelle- 
her. 5255 Maffitt avenue, chums 
who had waited at the gates since

During the long wait many of 


them played cards on boxes set on 
the sidewalk. Some sang, while 
others shouted at them to be quiet 
and allow the neighborhood to reat, 
In many front yards along Sulli- 
van avenue sandwich stands were 
open throughout the night under 
the garish giare of bare electric 
bulbs or the smoky light of gaso- 
line torches. 


The effects of general unemploy- 


ment were obvious in many occur- 
rences during the night and this 
morning, after the line had begun 
to move. Scores of waiters went 
without food or drink during the 
long wait and derisively told police- 
men they were “living on prosper- 
ity,” a phrase that had become pop- 
ular by morning. 

No Sales of Places. 


When the gates opened it became 


obvious that many of the all-night 
waiters—probably one in each 10— 
had taken a piace and held it pure- 
ly in the hope that it could be sold 
this morning. As the line moved 
through the gates, however, it bé- 
came obvious that there were to be 
no sales of places. Prices for 
places in line dropped swiftly from 
$2 to $1. Then to 60 cents. 

A few steps from the gates it 
went to 25 cents—Mister, I been 
waiting all night to make this little 
bit of dough”—there were no sales. 
Dozens of men who had waited all 
night with the comfort of a sand- 
wich or a warm coat found they 
had wasted their time. Without 
even the $1 necessary to admit 
them into the park, they stepped 
from the line ag they got to the 
gate and stood sheepishly by while 
their more fortunate companions 
of the night watch passed through 
the turnstiles. 

One of these was Paul Blay, a 
factory worker of 4315 Sacramento 
avenue. Working only one day in 
seven, Blay thought he saw in the 
first world series game an oppor- 
tunity to make an extra dollar or 
two, waited all night, stepped from 
the line with nothing to show for 
his trouble. : 

An hour after the bleachers 
gates had been opened the lines 
had passed into the park and it 
was possible for later arrivals to 
get senate without waiting.
